Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—The di- 


vision of customs and insular affairs 
of the war department has made public 
a general statement covering the trade 
of the Philippine islands for the first 
nine months of the fiscal year ended 
June 30 last. The statement shows 
that the total of merchandise, gold 
and silver, imported' during this period 
was $16,751,800 an-d 'exported $14,634,- 
236. 
A marked decrease in imports 


from China Is set forth. 
A similar 


falling off is noted in the 
imports 


from Spain. The exportation of Ma- 
nilla hemp was valued at $8,106,340, 
of which the greater part went .to the 
united kingdom. 
The United States 


stands next in the list of countries 
taking this article. Raw sugar was 
exported trom the islands to the value 
of $1,815,148; tobacco and its manu- 
factures, $1,522,071, and copra, $607,- 
005. 
Of a total importation of $4,015,- 


049 worth, of cotton and its

Washington, Oct. 25.—In a report 


this morning to Secretary Long Ad- 
miral O'Neill of the board of ordinance 
states that the accounts of the explo- ' 
sion at Indian Head are greatly ex- 
aggerated. 
He says it was a maga- 


zine belonging to the proving grounds • 
that exploded and"" that no one was 
hurt. 


Loss Will Reach $25,000, 


The damage to buildings and mater- 


ial will reach $25,000! 
The brick 


magazine was twenty-five feet square 
and one hundred feet long. 
A wooden 


house where the shells were filled 
was destroyed by the explosion which 
started the magazine. 
The origin is 
a mystery. 


In the two magazines were thirty 


thousand pounds of smokeless powder, 
eight thousand pounds of black pow- 
der, an unknown quantity of brown 
powder, fifty, six pound shells, fifty '" 
five, three' pound shells and twenty 
five thousand rounds of small ammu- 
nition. 


The fusillade was tremendous, but 
" 


the effect of the explosion was local 
owing to the location. 


Earth Quaked for Miles. 


Washington, Oct.'25.—With n shock 


that made the earth quake for miles 
around the government magazine at 
Indian Head, the largest in the world 
exploded at 11:30 o'clock last night. 


The small town of Glymont suffered 


severely from the concussion. 


The shock was felt distinctly by the 
residents of Alexandria. 


Meager, reports of the calamity have 


been received, but these come from 
persons at small stations along the 
Baltimore and Potomac Road miles 
from the scene of the explosion. 


Was a' Terrifying Spectacle. 


Their accounts of the 
terrifying 


spectacle, tell only. of. the-evidences of 
the disaster thatfihey could feel and 
hear, the.trembling of the ground be- 
neath them, gusts of wind that made 
them feel as though a cyclone were 
sweeping over them, and great col- 
umns of flame leaping out of the dark- 
ness, by which illuininatoiu they could ' 
see great clouds of smoke and a storm 
of flying projectiles.

Instances without number 


can be given where these "Bryan" 
clauses have been accepted.by the pro- 
ducing classes, because buyers are in 
no niood to take chances on the con- 
ditions that would exist after the 6th 
of November If the Nebraskan is suc- 
cessful. 


In this line reference is made to two 


or three contracts of the sort named 
in different sections of the country, 
showing that the feeling is not local 
by any means, but is widespread. 


The construction of a big rolling 


mill to be established at Hammond, 
Ind., is being held up until after elec- 
tion by John D. Briggs, president of 
the Ohio Rolling Mill company, and 
George A. Carney, of Findlay, O. The 
mill is to cost about $500,000, and Mr. 
Carney is now in Pittsburgh buying 
the necessary machinery, but in all of 
his machinery contracts the '"Bryan 
clause" is inserted. 
In other words, 


no mill will be erected should Bryan 
succeed.
